Stone and Garrison's Essentials of Argument 

By Arthur P. Stone, Instructor in English in Harvard University and Stewart L. 
Garrison, Instructor in English and Public Speaking in Worcester Academy. 
Pp. xii+332, i2mo. $1.30. 

The basic principle of this class textbook for high schools and colleges is that 
argument is not a hybrid or freak form of composition in which analysis, evidence 
and reasoning are the only things to be considered. The authors insist that rules 
governing other forms of composition apply here, and so there are chapters on the 
qualities of style with some attempt to apply the principles specifically to argument. 

As a whole the book aims to inspire and suggest rather than to try to cover all 
contingencies. There is ample material, however, for an extended course in argument. 

A chapter on Delivery and one on Debating are not theoretical, but embody 
the practical results of the senior author, who has been the coach of eight Harvard 
intercollegiate debating teams, seven of which won. Besides giving the courses in 
argument at Harvard, he is a judge and lawyer in active practice, and is in charge 
of the Advisory Committee at Harvard which has practical control of all the 
debating activities of the university. 

The book includes all the subjects of the triangular debates between Harvard, 
Yale, and Princeton, and gives a specimen brief and argument with the authors' 
comments and criticism in detail.

Lewis and Hosic's Practical English 
for High Schools

THIS book attempts to teach the old subject of English composition in a way that 
is more informal and interesting than is customary. There is a liveliness of tone 
to the presentation which is well calculated to appeal to the pupil and spur him 
on to do the work presented. Each topic begins with illustrative selections, many of 
them from student themes, and from these suggestive questions bring out the most 
important principles, which in their turn are made the basis of exercises to be performed 
by the pupil. There is an absence of formal and formidable rules. 

Throughout the work it is the practical side that receives the chief emphasis. The 
pupil is given a working knowledge of modern business methods. Besides being drilled 
thoroughly in those fundamental principles that are common to all kinds of good English, his 
attention is devoted to the use of cards for filing and outlining, the study of business reports, 
business letters, proof reading, and newspaper writing. An attempt is also made to teach the 
pupil how to criticize and correct his own work, and how to make correct recitations. A brief 
review of the essentials of grammar is included.
